IMPORT AND EXPORT TRADE OF VARIOUS COUNTRIES. 


FIRST 


In the issue of the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of September 18 last 
(page 337) particulars were given of the import and 
export trade of certain Muropean countries and the 
United States during the first seven months of 1929 
and 1930. Details are now available for the period up 
to the end of September, and are summarised in the 
following table. In all cases the figures of exports 
relate to the exports of domestic produce, the figures 
for Germany including deliveries on account of repara- 
tions, valued at £19,275,000 and £18,092,000 in the 
first six months of 1929 and 1930 respectively, and at 
£10,237,000 and £8,407,000 during the third quarters 
of those years. The figures for imports relate to total 
imports in the case of the United Kingdom and the 
United States, and to imports for consumption in the 
ease of France, Germany, Italy and Belgium. In this

connection it may be mentioned that, if the calculation 
for the United Kingdom were based on net imports, i.e., 
after allowing for re-exports, the proportional decline 
in value in the first six months would be 9-5 instead of 
10-4 per cent., and in the third quarter 16-2 instead of 
16-7 per cent. 

Imports.—It will be seen that the proportionate 
decline in imports in the third quarter was generally 
much greater than in the first six months, but in the 
case of Italy there was only a small increase in the 
proportionate decline, while in the case of France the 
decline was much less than in the first half of the year. 
The decline in the ease of the United Kingdom was less 
in the first half of the year than that shown for any of 
the other countries included in the table, with the 
exception of Belgium, but in the third quarter France

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In 1929 the relative proportions of the entrances with 
cargo from the majority of the areas specified in the 
above table did not change to any considerable extent 
from those shown in respect of the year 1928. Six of 
the areas whence the vessels entered show small pro- 
portional increases in respect of net tonnage and seven 
show small proportional decreases as compared with 
1928. 

The proportions of net tonnage that cleared with 
cargo in 1929 for ‘‘ Northern Europe,’’ and *‘ Europe 
(Atlantic) ’ ’ were both noticeably greater, and the pro- 
portion of net tonnage that cleared for ‘‘ North America 
(Atlantic) ’’ was appreciably smaller, than the corre- 
sponding figures for the previous year. The other areas 
show little change. 

The British proportion of the net tonnage that entered 
and cleared with cargo at ports of the United Kingdom 
from and to all destinations was 65°5 per cent. in 1929 
and 67-0 per cent. in 1928. In both years practically the 
whole of the net tonnage of vessels that entered and 
cleared with cargo at United Kingdom ports from and 
to the Irish Free State was British. Over one-fourth of 
the total net tonnage that entered and cleared with 
cargoes at ports of the United Kingdom referred to 
voyages between this country and ‘‘ Northern Kurope,’’ 
an area served mainly by the smaller trading vessels, 
and nearly one-half of this tonnage related to British 
vessels. With regard to the falling-off in 1929 of the 
British proportion of the entrances and clearances from 
and to the ‘‘ West Indies ’’’ area and the ‘‘ North 
America-Pacific Coast ’ area, it may be stated that the 
actual total of British tonnage was greater in 1929 than 
in 1928 in respect of the first-named area and in the case 
of the last-named area the British total was approxi- 
mately the same in both years. The small proportion 
of British tonnage shown for ‘‘ Other Areas ’’ is due to 
the fact that the tonnage of foreign fishing vessels that 
entered at United Kingdom ports from ‘‘ Deep Se: 
Fisheries ’’ is included, while the net tonnage of British 
fishing vessels is excluded from the foreign trade re- 
cords. In 1929 4,170 foreign fishing vessels, aggregat- 
ing 195,200 tons net, entered ports of the United King- 
dom with cargo from ‘‘ Deep Sea Fisheries."” The 
corresponding figures for 1928 were 4,763 vessels of 
233,144 tons net.

Of the total net tonnage that entered and cleared in 
the foreign trade at ports of the United Kingdom the 
sritish share fell from 62-3 per cent. in 1928 to 60-9 per 
cent. in 1929, while substantial increases were recorded 
in respect of Germany, Sweden and Italy, Germany 
displacing the Netherlands as the country to which the 
greatest amount of foreign shipping using our ports 
be longed. 


(6) ARRIVALS AND DEPARTURES AT Ports. 


The statistics relating to ports differ from those given 
in the table already referred to, in that for entrances and 
clearances a vessel is only reckoned once in a voyage,

usually at its first port of arrival at, or departure from, 
the United Kingdom; but for statistics of individual 
ports, arrivals and departures at each port are taken 
irrespective of the number of ports called at in a voyage. 

London is the paramount port of the United 
Kingdom. The net tonnage of vessels engaged in the 
foreign trade and using the port has been increasing 
each year, and in 1929 the net tonnage of arrivals and 
departures combined amounted to 16:5 per cent. of the 
total for all ports of the United Kingdom. Liverpool 
and Southampton are the next.two ports in order of im. 
portance. All the principal ports, with the exception of 
Hartlepool and Sunderland, show increases in 1929 as 
compared with 1928, there being a marked improve. 
ment during 1929 at the majority of the coal ports. In 
1929 there were 24 ports of the United Kingdom where 
over 1,000,000 tons of shipping both arrived and de. 
parted in the foreign trade, as compared with 22 in the 
previous year. 


2.—DISTRIBUTION OF BRITISH SHIPPING 
BY AGE AND TONNAGE. 


On December 31, 1929, there were 5,249 sailing 
vessels of 513,839 tons gross, 9,855 steam vessels of 
18,118,236 tons gross, and 2,940 motor vessels of 
2,014,332 tons gross registered under Part I. of the 
Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, at ports of the United 
Kingdom, Isle of Man and Channel Islands. The gross 
tonnage of motor vessels on the registers was 20-5 per 
cent. greater than in 1928, and the gross tonnage of 
steam vessels was 0-5 per cent. and of sailing vessels 
less than the corresponding figures for

According to the above table, 24-1 per cent. of the 
eross tonnage of steam and motor vessels on the 
register is less than five years of age, 49-0 per cent. is 
less than ten years of age, and 18-3 per cent. was built 
over 19 years ago. 

Slightly over 43 per cent. of the gross tonnage on 
the register related to vessels of 6,000 tons and over. 
Of these vessels, 23-8 per cent. of the gross tonnage is 
less than five years of age, while 55-6 per cent. is less 
than ten years of age, and only 13:3 per cent. is 19 
years of age or over. 

With regard to the vessels of under 1,500 tons gross, 
comprising mainly coasting and home trade vessels, 
70:4 per cent. of the gross tonnage was built over ten 
years ago, while no less than 41-1 per cent. was built 
prior to 1911. 

New vessels (first registry) accounted for 584 
vessels of 673,288 tons net of the additions to the 
register during 1929, and 79 vessels of 45,811 tons net 
were purchases from foreigners. Among the deduc- 
tions from the register were 117 vessels of 65,910 tons 
net ‘‘ wrecked or otherwise lost,’’ and 237 vessels of 
76,431 tons net broken up; 248 vessels of 432,685 tons 
net were sold to foreigners, and, of this total, 83,000 
tons net were sold to Greece, 76,000 tons net to Italy, 
93,000 tons net to Germany, and 34,000 tons net to 
Norway. 
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EMPLOYMENT OF SHIPPING AND 
SEAMEN. 


Excluding the vessels of under 100 tons gross, there 
were 5,202 vessels, aggregating 19,574,612 tons gross, 
belonging to the United Kingdom, the Isle of Man and 
the Channel Islands, which were returned as employed 
in sea trading at some time during the year 1929. The 
crews of these vessels totalled 239,330 persons, of whom 
90,277 were foreigners and 56,279 were lascars (British 
subjects and foreigners). Of the vessels included in the 
employment returns, 93-7 per cent. of the gross tonnage 
and 90-0 per cent. of the total crews were engaged in 
the foreign trade and 6:3 per cent. and 10-0 per cent. 
respectively in the home (including coasting) trade. 
Excluding river trade vessels, there were 100 trading 
vessels exceeding 100 tons gross, aggregating 70,094 
tons gross, not recorded as having been employed at any 
time during the year 1929.

4.—VESSELS LAUNCHED. 


Exeluding unregistered vessels of less than 15 tons, 
the vessels launched in the United Kingdom for British 
owners in 1929 were 881 steam vessels of 528,011 tons 
net, 2830 motor vessels of 257,023 tons net, and 171 
sailing vessels, chiefly barges, aggregating 15,901 tons 
net. During the same year, 96 vessels of 152,462 tons 
net were built for foreign owners. There was an increase 
in 1929 of 2:3 per cent. in the net tonnage built for 
British owners, as compared with 1928, and an increase 
of 49-7 per cent. in the net tonnage built for foreigners. 


5.—COASTING TRADE. 


In 1929 the arrivals in the coasting trade of the 
United Kingdom totalled 192,807 vessels of 55,185,041 
tons net, and the departures in the coasting trade were 
192,515 vessels of 54,930,339 tons net. The net tonnage 
of the arrivals shows an increase of 6-4 per cent., as 
compared with 1928, and the net tonnage of the depar- 
tures in the coasting trade was 6°35 per cent. greater 
than the corresponding total for the previous year. Of 
the net tonnage of the arrivals during 1929, 43-5 per 
cent. related to vessels with cargo and 438-2 per cent. of 
the net tonnage of the departures during the year 
referred to vessels with cargo. 


6.—THE BRITISH FISHING FLEET. 


The number of British vessels employed in fishing 
has been decreasing steadily for a number of years, but 
the quantity of fish of British taking landed in the 
United Kingdom was greater in 1929 than in any recent 
vear. The large decrease in the number of sailing 
vessels and the more gradual but considerable increase 
in motor vessels adds appreciably to the efficiency of 
the fleet. On December 31, 1929, the number of 
fishing vessels on the register was 14,555 of 273,762 
tons net, as compared with 14,903 of 271,960 tons net 
at the end of 1928. ‘The following table shows the 
number and net tonnage of sailing, steam and motor 
fishing boats belonging to the United Kingdom, Isle of 
Man and Channel Islands at the end of 1929 :—

British Standard Specification for Porcelain Insulators for 
Overhead Power Lines (No. 137—1930). Published by the 
British Engineering Standards Association, 28, Victoria Street, 
London, S.W. 7. (Price 2s. net, 2s. 2d. post free.) 

The British Engineering Standards Association has recently 
issued an important revision of the British standard specifica- 
tion for porcelain insulators. The 1922 edition was limited in 
scope to insulators suitable for use on lines of voltages up to 
150kV, whereas the new specification is applicable for vol- 
tages up to 350kV. The most important feature of the new 
specification, apart from its extended scope, is the table of 
test-voltages, which differs in several respects from the table 
in the old specification. The insulators are identified by arbi- 
trary ‘‘ rating numbers,” for each of which a series of tests 
has been laid down. The table does not attempt to establish 
a rigid relationship between the test-voltage and the working 
voltage, since in practice this relationship is a variable factor, 
largely influenced by climatic conditions. In a separate table, 
however, a recommendation is given regarding the circuit 
voltages for which the lower-voltage sizes of insulators are 
suitable, since experience has shown that for these particular 
sizes the insulators may normally be satisfactorily assigned to 
certain definite circuit voltages. For all the higher voltages 
there is no definite instruction with regard to the relation 
between the size of insulator and the circuit voltage, but a 
formula, internationally agreed upon by the International 
Electrotechnical Commission, has been given as an indication 
of the maximum circuit voltage to be associated under any 
conditions with a particular size of insulator. A_ further 
feature of the specification is that the order of the tests has 
been arranged in such a way that each test may have a 
material bearing upon the behaviour of an insulator in subse- 
quent tests. Interesting additions are an Appendix on Impulse 
Voltage Tests, and an Appendix on the co-relation of electric 
strengths of insulators on the line and on apparatus connected 
thereto.

LLOYD'S WRECK STATISTICS FOR JUNE 
QUARTER. 


A statistical summary of the vessels totally lost, con- 
demned, etc., during the second quarter of the current 
vear, published by Lloyd’s Register, shows casualties 
amounting to 59 vessels, of 62,719 tons, excluding ships of

less than 100 tons gross, as compared with 73 vessels of 
103,709 tons in the March quarter. 


Of the vessels lost during the quarter under review, 30, of 
36,499 tons, were wrecked; 7, of 10,826 tons, were burnt; 
10, of 10,373 tons, were the victims of collisions; 4, of 2,825 
tons, were posted as missing; 6, of 1,861 tons, foundered, 
and 2, of 335 tons, were abandoned at sea. 


The British flag was flown by 12 of the casualty vessels, 
and their tonnage of 19,216 represents 0-15 per cent. of 
British ownership; British Dominion flags were flown by 
7, of 1,414 tons, or 0-28 per cent.; the United States lost 8, 
of 7,244 tons, or 0-23 per cent.; Denmark, 1, of 170 tons, or 
0-14 per cent.; France, 4, of 6,713 tons, or 0-24 per cent. ; 
Germany, 3, of 2,511 tons, or 0-14 per cent.; Greece, 1, of 
3,862 tons, or 0-18 per cent.; Italy, 3, of 3,317 tons, or 0-22 
per cent. ; Japan, 7, of 9,371 tons, or 0-34 per cent. ; Norway, 
1, of 119 tons, or 0-05 per cent.; Spain, 3, of 3,600 tons, or 
0-34 per cent., and Sweden, 2, of 1,584 tons, or 0-14 per cent. 


BUILDING RESEARCH BOARD’S ANNUAL 
REPORT. 


The *Fourth Annual Report of the Building Research 
Board provides a summary of the progress made during 
1929 in the section of the Department’s activities devoted 
to Building and Constructiona!l Science. 


Contacts between the Building Research Station and the 
building industry are being maintained and strengthened 
and new links are being forged. A notable example of this 
is the liaison with the Steel Structures Research Com- 
mittee recently appointed to investigate the possibilities 
of the more efficient and economic use of steel in buildings 
and bridges. An important part of the activities of the 
Building Research Station is the work which is being per- 
formed in connection with the formulation by the British 
Engineering Standards Association of standard specifica- 
tions for building materials. 


The Report of the Director of Building Research is 
again divided into two main sections, the main headings 
of which are as follows:— 

1.—General Research and = Special Investigations: 
Weathering; Materials; Structures and Strength of 
Materials; Efficiency of Building from the Standpoint of 
the User. I1.—Intelligence and Minor Investigations: 
Determination of the Properties of Building Materials, 
Old and New, with a View to Ascertaining their Durability 
or their Suitability for a Particular Purpose; Examination 
of Designs in Order to Determine Whether they fulfil Par- 
ticular Requirements, and Investigation of the Cause and 
Cure of Defects in Building Materials and Structures.

CANADA. 
STEAM RAILWAYS IN 1929. 


(From the Acting High Commissioner for Canada in 
London.) 

It appears from the Preliminary Report on the Statistics 
of Steam Railways in 1929, issued by the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics, Ottawa, that during the year there was a net 
increase of 386 miles in the length of line operating, the 
increased track mileage being over 411 miles. A total of 
505 miles of new railway was opened for operation, 672 
miles were completed, but not yet opened for traffic, and 
552-7 miles were under construction. ‘These figures were 
exclusive of the Hudson Bay Railway, which was not open 
for general traffic in 1929. 

The mileage of steam railways operating in Canada last 
year was 42,381, of which the Canadian National Railways 
worked 21,563 miles in the Dominion. The total mileage 
operated by the Canadian National Railways, including lines 
in the United States, was 22,904. The Canadian Pacific 
Railway is shown as having operated last year 14,812 miles, 
in addition to a number of lines owned by other companies 
but controlled by the Canadian Pacific Railway. 


DECLINE IN Gross REVENUES. 


The largely reduced crop of grain in Western Canada last 
year, coupled with the business recession in other industries, 
obviously affected railway traffic, gross revenues declining 
by 29,626,215 dollars, or 5-3 per cent., the 1929 total being 
534,106,044 dols. With a reduction of only 9,624,158 dols. 
in operating expenses, the net operating revenue was less 
by 20,002,057 dols., or 16-5 per cent. The decrease in freight 
tonnage was only 3 per cent. as compared with the 1928 
total, but in ton miles the decline was 16 per cent., and 
passenger traffic was down by 4 per cent. in the number of 
passengers carried.

THE TOBACCO CROP. 


The Ontario tobacco crop is this season estimated at 
28,078,000 Ibs., an increase of about 6,760,000 Ibs. over the 
1929 crop. ‘Together with the Quebec crop of 8,490,000 Ibs. 
and a small quantity in British Columbia, the total tobacco 
harvest in Canada this year is estimated at 36,712,700 lbs.., 
as compared with 29,786,000 Ibs. in 1929 and 41,956,375 lbs, 
in 1928. Ontario produced 33,265,850 lbs. in 1928.—

ARGENTINA. 
IMPORTS OF CYCLES AND MOTOR CYCLES. 

The following statement relative to the import of cycles 
and motor cycles into Argentina during the years 1924 and 
1926 to 1929 has been received from the Commercial Coun- 
sellor to H.M. Embassy at Buenos Aires. 

It may be of interest to note the successful progress of 
British manufacturers of motor cycles in gradually captur- 
ing this market. In 1924 out of a total import trade of 
226 motor cycles, British participation amounted to only 
seven machines, as compared with 165 from the United 
States. Last year, however, out of 429 machines imported 
British manufacturers supplied 108, as against 180 from the 
United States. 

American machines appear to be now quite out of favour, 
and the returns for 1930 will show that British manufac- 
turers are holding the lead in the motor-cycle trade with 
this country. This sudden preference for the British 
machine is due to the many successes British machines have 
had at the local Speedway, and, if British manufacturers

of motor cycles will combine to encourage motor-cycle 
racing in this country, there is every hope of creating a 
much larger export trade. especially as the young 
Argentines are keen sportsmen and generally admirers of 
British sports goods.

COMPULSORY MILLING AND MIXING OF 
HOME-GROWN AND IMPORTED WHEATEN 
FLOUR AND RYE. 


The Department of Overseas Trade has received from the 
Commercial Secretary, H.M. Legation, Prague, the text 
and translation of Law No. 154 of November 7, regarding 
the compulsory milling and mixing of home-grown and 
imported wheaten flour and rye in Czechoslovakia. 

The Law provides for the compulsory mixing of home- 
grown wheat flour in the ratio of not less than 75 per cent. 
home-produced flour to not more than 25 per cent. foreign 
flour, the proportions in the case of rye being 95 per cent. 
and 5 per cent. respectively. These provisions came into 
force on November 26.

FRANCE. 


FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY—OCTOBER. 
(rom the British Embassy.) 
Paris. 

The returns of French foreign trade for the first ten 
months of 1930 show that the value of imports amounted to 
43,764 million francs, as against 48,453 million frs. in the 
corresponding period of 1929, a decrease of 4,689 million 
frs., or about 10 per cent., and that of exports to 36,162 
million frs., as against 41,392 million frs., a decrease of 
5,230 million frs., or nearly 13 per cent. 

Imports of foodstuffs fell by 1,700 million frs., or about 
16 per cent., and those of raw materials by 4,359 million 
frs., or 15 per cent., whereas there was a rise in imports of 
manufactured articles amounting to 1,369 million frs., or 
about 17 per cent. There was a fall of 2,100 million frs. in 
exports of raw materials, of 3,118 million frs., or nearly 
12 per cent., in those of manufactured articles, and of 
12 million frs. in those of foodstuffs. 

There was an unfavourable balance of visible exchanges 
in the first ten months of 1930 amounting to 7,602 million 
frs., as compared with one of 7,061 million frs. in the first 
ten months of 1929. The situation was less favourable in 
October than in the previous month, and the unfavourable 
balance amounted to 1,017 million frs., the highest figure 
recorded in any month this year except January. 

As regards weight, imports in the first ten months of the 
year amounted to 50,826,000 tons, as against 48,995,000 tons 
in the corresponding period of 1929, an increase cf 1,831,000 
tons, or nearly 4 per cent., and exports to 30,883,000 tons, as 
against 33,067,000 tons, a decrease of 2,184,000 tons. Im- 
ports of foodstuffs fell by 632,000 tons, whereas those of raw 
materials rose by 2,175,000 tons, and those of manufactured 
articles by 287,000 tons, or nearly 7 per cent. Exports of 
foodstuffs rose by 645,000 tons, whereas there was a fall of 
2,499,000 tons in those of raw materials and of 300,000 tons. 
or nearly 7 per cent., in those of manufactured articles. 


GERMANY. 
KIEL CANAL TRAFFIC IN OCTOBER. 
(From the Acting British Consul-General.) 
HAMBURG. 
There was a decline of 3-65 per cent. in the number of 
vessels passing through the Kiel Canal during October as 
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compared with September, but the tonnage showed an 
increase of 3-62 per cent. Compared with the corresponding 
month of 1929 there was, however, a considerable decline 
both in the number of vessels and the tonnage, the figures

Of the total of 4,749 vessels using the canal in October, 
2.333 vessels with a total of 1,838,817 net reg. tons were 
registered sea-gcing ships, and comprised 2,238 freight and 
passenger vessels of 1,834,899 n.r. tons, 89 steam tugs of 
3,341 m.r. tons and 6 fishing vessels of 577 n.r. tons. 
Further, there were 2,257 sailing vessels of 133,385 n.r. 
tons, 144 lighters and barges of 44,330 n.r. tons and 19 
pleasure and government vessels of 4,152 n.r. tons. 

The vessels were loaded as follows :—4 with passengers, 23 
cattle, 228 coal, 65 stone, 51 iron, 482 timber, 763 grain, 
4] ore, 731 other bulk goods, 1,004 general cargo, and 105 
with miscellaneous cargo, while 1,252 were empty or in 
ballast.

SECOND FORMOSAN RICE CROP ESTIMATE. 
(From the Acting British Consul.) 
TAMSUI. 
According to a Report issued by the Formosan Govern- 
ment the area under rice for this year’s second crop 
reaches the unprecedented figure of 858,471 acres, or 
44,115 acres more than was planted for the corresponding 


crop last year. This increase may be attributed to. 


abundance of water at time of planting and extension of 
the Kanan irrigation lands. 

Production is estimated to amount to 20,140,798 bushels, 
an increase over the average of the crops for the preceding 
five vears of 2,749,238 bushels (15-8 per cent.). Acreage 
and estimated production of ‘‘ Horai’’ (Japanese) and 
Formosan rice respectively are given as follows:

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 
ECONOMIC CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK. 


There is an increased feeling in business circles that the 
country is at or near the bottom of the economic depression 
and that some progress may be expected to appear at any 
time, states the ‘‘ Guaranty Survey”? (Guaranty Trust 
Company of New York). 

While not much can be cited by way of concrete evidence 
to support this view, the very fact of reviving confidence 
is a factor of no small influence, which may prove to 
mark the turn. One of the country’s leading bankers, in 
a recent public utterance, summarised the general feeling 
of the business community when he said that ‘‘ the extreme 
of our depression is probably as unwarranted as the extreme 
of our exaltation was fourteen months ago.’’ 

Current reports contain a curious mixture of favourable 
and unfavourable factors, continues the ‘‘ Guaranty 
Survey.’?’ On the one hand, there is an unmistakable 
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continuation of the decline in industrial output and the 
volume of trade that has been under way for a year and a 
half. On the other, the movement of stock prices, com- 
modity prices and bank credit have all been such as to 
suggest that the process of readjustment is moving into 
its final stages. 


THE IMPROVEMENT IN ‘TEXTILES. 


In recent months the cotton textile industry has shown 
more distinct signs of progress than any other major 
industrial group. The oustanding feature of the industry 
is the progress that has been made in adjusting output to 
the rate of demand. The result is that stocks of finished 
goods have been reduced to a point where they no longer 
represent a strong depressing influence on prices. 

Shipments of standard cotton cloths in October were 
i8 per cent. in excess of production during the same 
period, resulting in a decline of 10} per cent. in stocks. 
The situation is considered better than it has been at any 
other time in the past year. The significance of this con- 
dition is not confined to the textile industry alone, but has 
a direct and important bearing on the outlook for raw 
cotton. Any price advance that may result from the 
marked improvement in the statistical position of the 
textile industry should have a favourable effect on the 
market for raw cotton and, to that extent, on the economic 
condition of an important section of the agricultural 
population.

ROUMANIA—BULGARIA. 
PROVISIONAL COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT. 


The Board of Trade are informed that a_ provisional 
Commercial Agreement was signed on September 27 last 
between Roumania and Bulgaria. The Agreement entered 
into force as from September 1 and will, unless terminated 
by mutual agreement, remain in force for six months, and 
thereafter subject to thirty days’ notice of denunciation. 

The Agreement provides for most-favoured-nation treat- 
ment for the subjects and companies of the one Party in 
the territories of the other in all that concerns establish- 
ment, the carrying on of industry and commerce, the 
exercise of a profession or occupation (subject to the laws 
then in force) and in respect of taxation. 

Goods of the one Party will enjoy most-favoured-nation 
treatment in all that concerns import, export, warehousing

and re-export, transit and commercial operations of all 
kinds, and in respect of Customs duties and formalities. 

The ships of the one will enjoy most-favourec-nation 
treatment in the ports and waters of the other. 

Subject to the usual exceptions most-favoured-nation 
treatment is provided for in respect of prohibitions and 
restrictions upon import and export. 

Most-favoured-nation treatment will not apply in the 
case of (a) special arrangements with limitrophe States for 
facilitating frontier traffic; (b) special privileges in con- 
nection with the financial arrangements resulting from the 
war; and (c) special privileges accorded as a result of 
a Customs union. 


ROUMANIA—FINLAND. 
PROVISIONAL COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT. 


The Board of Trade are informed that a Provisional 
Commercial Agreement between Roumania and Finland 
was signed on August 28 and came provisionally into force, 
pending the exchange of ratifications, on September I. 
The Agreement will remain in force after ratification 
subject to three months’ notice of denunciation on either 
side. 

The Agreement provides for most-favoured-nation treat- 
ment for the subjects and companies of the one Party in 
the territories of the other in all that concerns establish- 
ment, the carrying on of industry and commerce and in 
respect of taxation. 

Goods of the one Party will enjoy most-favoured-nation 
treatment in all that concerns import, export, warehousing 
and re-export, transit and all commercial operations, and 
in respect of Customs duties and formalities. 

The Parties agree to apply between themselves the pro- 
visions of the Prohibitions Convention of November, 1927. 

Most-favoured-nation treatment will not apply in the 
case of :— 

(a) special arrangements with limitrophe States to 
facilitate frontier traffic ; 

(b) special privileges in connection with the financial 
arrangements resulting from the war; 

(c) special privileges as a result of an Economic or a 
Customs Union; 

(d) privileges accorded by Finland to Estonia ; 

(e) privileges accorded by Finland to Russia in con- 
nection with sealing in Finnish Arctic waters. 


In a Protocol attached to the Agrcement Roumania 
undertakes not to claim to benefit by the privileges 
accorded by Finland to France under Article 6 of the 
Franco-Finnish Agreement of July 13, 1921. 


ROUMANIA—JAPAN. 
EXCHANGE OF NOTES. 


The Board of Trade are informed that on October 22 
an Exchange of Notes took place between the Govern- 
ments of Roumania and Japan in virtue of which 
Roumania and Japan undertake to accord to each other 
most-favoured-nation treatment as regards commerce, 
Customs duties and shipping, as well as regards the free- 
dom of entry and of residence, the exercise of professions, 
trades, commerce and industry, and, as regards taxation, 
either national or most-favoured-nation treatment.

Alternating Current Motors (Tariff No. 179 (D) (1) (a) ). 
—The revised definition of ‘‘ horse power ’’ for the purpose 
of assessing the duty on such motors is as follows :— 

The horse power of an Alternating Current Motor 
represents the continuous mechanical output at rated 
voltage and frequency with a temperature rise of 40 
degrees C. above the surrounding atmosphere, except 
that where Motors are rated by the manufacturers (or 
bear a name plate rating) based on a higher temperature 
rise than 40 degrees C., such higher temperature rise 
shall be taken as the basis in determining the horse-power 
for duty purposes. 

Where Motors are rated by the manufacturers (or bear 
a name plate rating) on the basis of a temperature rise 
of 35 degrees C. or higher, but less than 40 degrees C., 
the rated horse power of the Motor shall be increased by 
2 per cent. for each one degree C. that the rated tem- 
perature rise is less than 40 degrees C. 

Where Motors are rated by the manufacturers (or bear 
a name plate rating) on the basis of a temperature rise 
less than 35 degrees C., the Minister shall determine the 
horse power for duty purposes.

IMPORT OF CONIFERS RESTRICTED. 

The French ‘“‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of November 28 contains 
a Decree, dated November 26, which prohibits the import 
into France of plants and parts of plants of the genus 
Abies, Picea, Pinus, Pseudotsuga and Tsuga, which are 
liable to introduce the ‘‘ Rhabdocline pseudotsugee.”’ 
Other kinds of conifers may be imported only if accom- 
panied by a sanitary certificate in a form prescribed by the 
Decree, and if the name of the species is shown on the 
packages. 

The Minister of Agriculture is empowered to grant 
exceptions to the above restrictions in special cireum- 
stances.

All kinds of motor cars and motor cycles and their 
accessories, except motor cars of a carrying capacity 
of not less than one ton, designed for the conveyance of 
goods and not for the carriage of passengers. 


The duties on all other articles in the Tariff, including 
those mentioned by way of exception in the above list, are 
increased by 10 per cent., except in respect of arms and 
ammunition imported by the Government. 


GERMANY. 
TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 
(TREATY WITH FINLAND). 

Some amendments in the provisional German-Finnish 
agreement of June 26, 1926, and the supplementary agree- 
ment of November 25, 1929, were provided for by an 
xchange of Notes dated August 28 last, which came into 
force, after the exchange of ratifications, on November 27. 
The enforcement of the revised provisions involves reduc- 
tions in the duties on various Finnish goods on importa- 
tion into Germany, such reductions, of course, applying 
equally to goods the produce of other countries enjeying 
most-favoured-nation treatment in Germany. In the ease 
of butter (Tariff No. 134), however, the former ‘‘ Con- 
ventional ’’ rate of 274 Rm. per 100 kilogs. disappears, 
and the ‘‘ General’ Tariff rate of 50 Rm. per 100 kilogs. 
becomes applicable. At the same time the provision of 
the ‘‘ General ’’ Tariff fixing the import duty on cream 
(ex Tariff No. 133) at two-thirds of the duty on butter 
comes into force and the former ‘‘ Conventional ”’ rate of 
20 Rm. per 100 kilogs. disappears. 

Under the Agreement Finland is given the right to 
import annually into Germany 5,000 metric tons of butter 
(fresh, salted or melted), through a Customs house to be 
specified, at a Customs duty of 50 Rm. per 100 kilogs. 
until December 31, 1933, and at 40 Rm. per 100 kilogs. 
thereafter. The former ‘‘ Conventional ’’ duty on certain 
cheese is now to be restricted to an annual contingent. 
For the period from the enforcement of the Agreement 
until the end of 1930, the butter and cheese contingents are 
to be in proportion to the annual contingents fixed.

MEXICO. 
FORTHCOMING TARIFF MODIFICATIONS. 

H.M. Minister at Mexico City reports, by telegraph, 
that a Decree, published on November 24, which will come 
into force on December 14, partially modifies the Mexican 
Import Tariff with the intention of restricting purchases 
abroad and encouraging native industries. No details as 
to the goods affected are yet available, but particulars will 
be published in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ as soon as further informa- 
tion is received. 


SPAIN. 
IMPORTATION OF RAZOR BLADES. 

The ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid ’’ for November 25 contains a 
Royal Order, dated November 18, which provides that, in 
order to prevent the clandestine importation of safety 
razor blades into Spain, all packets of 5, 6, 10 or 12 blades 
must have a special stamp affixed to them. A stamp 1s 
also to be placed on packets of blades made in Spain. 

The stamp, which in the case of imports will be affixed 
by the Customs, will be of the same form as that used for 
articles of perfumery.

BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR, 1931. 
CHELMSFORD COMMITTEE’S REPORT. 


That a site easily accessible from Central London should 
be acquired for permanent buildings for the British 
Industries Fair and that the Government should establish 
a regular annual publicity grant of a minimum of £100,000 
(instead of £25,000 granted for a year at a time, as at 
present) are among the recommendations of the Com- 
mittee, under the Chairmanship of Lord Chelmsford, whose 
*Report on the future of the Fair was published yesterday. 

“The Fair should be developed—and this,’’ the Com- 
‘‘ is the basic recommendation of our Report 

so as to become a truly national manifestation of the 
quality and range of British products and an increasingly 
powertul factor in the expansion of our trade. The Govern- 
ment and manufacturers generally should accord it more 
vigorous support, and the public should be encouraged to 
learn through the Fair that British manufacturers can 
supply their needs.”’ 


niittee states, 


‘Set, British Goops.’’ 

lt is urged that His Majesty’s Government, recognising 
the Fair ‘‘ as an integral feature of our economic policy, 
should back up more vigorously, on a scale not incommen- 
surate with the support accorded to the Empire Marketing 
joard, the enthusiastic individual efforts which have 
brought the Fair to its present strength. ‘ Sell British 
is not less important than ‘ Buy British Goods.’ ”’ 

The Committee received overwhelming evidence that 
£25,000 was totally inadequate for effective publicity for 
the Fair throughout the world, and it expresses entire 
agreement with the view that the advertisement of the 
Fair abroad is of value to British industry generally and 
not merely to exhibitors. 

The preponderance of evidence was emphatically against 
a contribution to the publicity fund by increasing charges 
for space in the Fair and in recommending the substantial 
increase in the Government grant the Committee state: 
“We are convinced that expenditure of this character, by 
assisting in the restoration of British industry, will prove 
to be a national economy, and, even from the financial 
point of view, amply justified by results. ... If our 
premises are sound and the Fair is to be regarded as a 
means of expanding our national industry, the contribu- 
tion we recommend from national funds is insignificant 
compared with present expenditure on unproductive relief 
of unemployment which it is designed to reduce.’’

PROPOSED PERMANENT Fark Buripinea. 

The Committee had proposals before it for the erection 
ol a permanent Fair building, able to house a national 
trade Fair in worthy surroundings, and it is convinced 
that some such scheme is the only satisfactory solution 
to the problem of accommodation for the London Section. 
lt is recommended, therefore, that a site should be acquired 
and equipped with buildings which could be extended as 
necessary to allow for a comprehensive display year by 
year for the advancement of British trade. ‘ Such a 
policy,’’ it is stated, ‘‘ would conform to our conviction 
that the Fair can and should be made a great national 
enterprise.’’ It is recommended that a Committee should 
be appointed to formulate definite proposals.
